1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment filed on 06/26/09. 

2. Claims 22-24, 26 and 30 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Examiner agrees with Applicant's arguments regarding claim 22. The prior art of record does 
not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for a control system for a hybrid vehicle 
having first and second prime movers, first and second hydraulic pumps, a transmission and an 
electric motor as defined by the limitations of claim 22, wherein an output torque of the second 
prime mover is limited temporarily at a starting time of the first prime mover.
